Attorney General Finally Surrenders Po»t At 


Request of President Coolidge Following

Surrounded by Growing Storm of Criticism 


Is Effective At Once.

March 
28.—Attorney-General 
Daugherty 


stepped out of the cabinet today at the request of President Coolidge 
and then, once more a private citizen, made a sizzling attack on those 
who forced him out of office. 
Cowardice." and "surrender of principle/' the retiring attorney- 


general declared in an open letter to the president, never ^should be 
permitted to dictate policies based on "party expediency." 


In asking for the resignation Mr. Coolidge declared his decision 


was, based ofl a deep conviction that Mr. Daugherty could not ade- 
quately perform his duties as a distinguished public servant while de- 
fending' himself before the Senate Investigating Committee. 


These reasons the attorney-general swept aside in his reply as 


"•unwarranted by the facts." The real purpose of the whole assault 
upon him he said was to dethrone law and order and by a constantly 
extending attack on the administration generally to set up an inquisi- 
tion of "scandal and terrorism.3' 


The "White .House made no comment and as soon a* be had dis- 


patched his rejoinder to the president Mr. Daugherty said good-bye 
to the cares of his troublous administrationr of the Department of 
Jubtice and boarded a train for Atlantic City.

The Correspondence was made pub- 
lic at the "White House without com- 
ment. but at the Department of Jus- 
tice Mr. Daugherty immediately pre- 
pared a statement setting forth" again 
his side of the question. This state- 
ment took the form of a second let- 
ter to the president in -which the re- 
tiring attorney general declared the 
grounds on -which his retirement had 
been forced seemed to him "unt->n- 
able." 


Any suggestion that b» could not 
"function as attorney general and de- 
fend raj self against these charyes at 
the same time." the letter said, -was 
"hardly warranted by the facts," 


Mr. Dawghcrty recalled that he 


twice had offered since Mr. Cooiidge 
became, president to retire, but had 
been requested to remain. H said lac 
was aware that the argument "f par- 
ty expediency na<3 been used to secure 
his retirement but added that "cow- 
ardice and surrender of principle arc 
never expedient."'

The factor,

Lon ga per- 
sonal friend of Mr. Harding, the re- 
tiring attorney genera) -was" the pre- 
convention Harding campaign mana- 
ger in 1?CO and he entered the cabi- 
net acclaimed as the Warwick of the 
new regime in "Washington.

BERKELEY, Cal., March 28. — 


On many occasions, eminent writers 
with no Intention of levity have in- 
timated that California is a place po- 
pulated largely by real* estate agents 
and that if any sacred spots are un- 
adorned by "For Sale' 'signs, they are 
few, far between and hard to find. 
There is no denying that the real 
estate gentry have never beeen con- 
spicuous by their absence in Califor- 
nia, -but it also must be admitted they 
are both an aggressive and progrM* 
sive and progressive lot 
If any evi- 
dence is lacking on this score, it will 
be found right here In the effete sup- 
er-college city of Berkeley. Just now 
the state realty commission, which 
looks Into and after licenses and the 
moral qualities of realty venders Is 
trying to determine whether th'e local 
"memorial association" shall be al- 
lowed to sell cemetery lots as a spe- 
culative proposition. 
The concern, 
according to state- 
ments laid before the state commis- 
sion has been advertizing that ofipor* 
tunity,to buy realty holdings, which 
in the next -few years, will double 
and triple and e\en quadruple in 
value. 
So far as is known, this Is 
the first recorded 
instance even in 
California, where efforts have been 


made to induce the public to gamble 
In future values of Its eternal abiding 
place. 


The so-called "Memorial Associa- 
tion" started an advertising campaign 
two weeks ago 
Porapectue and dis- 
play space dwelt heavll^- upon the 
opportunities 
and 
nice 
places for 
those who, figuratively speaking, got 
in on the ground floor. 
Then, fol- 
lowing protests by the local associa- 
tion of realty men. backed by the 
chamber of commerce, operations of 
the burial plot concern were tempor- 
arily halted 
Considerable^ mystery 
sdrrounds 
the allegations-' which 
brought the estop order 
The case 
is now under consideration "and a 
decision expected within a few days 
Fending a decision the state" commis- 
sion declines to make any statement 
for public consumption.

The Danville Tobacco Association 


held a called meeting at ten o'clock

garded as a blow to the export to- 
bacco trade of such proportions as to 
warrant immediate action. The meet, 
ing was called for the purpose of con- 
•idering the announcement made in 
Washington during the past few days 
by the United States Shipping Board 
thatAsection 28 of the Merchant Ma- 
rine Act, would be put into force 
May 20th. 


The effect of this act is to compel 
exporters to use American ships in 
forwarding xarious commodities to 
overseas consumers and it applies not 
only to tobacco but to other commc-s 
dities manufactured or prepared in 
this country. 
- ,Thi.e Board of Trade forseeine re- 
taliatory steps b.y the British govern- 
ment which consumes a large portion 
of the crop grown in this section acted 
thw morning with a view to bringlne 
aboufr-annulmentrot the provislon-for 
it is believed that,an infernatkmal

to Resume Place 


<By The Ainoclkted JPrelt.) 


PARIS. March 27.—JT. 
Poinqare. 


despite the fact that he is finding the 
work of setting up a. new government 
harder than he expected 
and. has 


therefore been unable to complete it, 
informed President - Millerand this 
evening that he accepted the task of 
resuming the premiership and con- 
structing a ministry. 


After a morning of fair sailing, M. 


Poincare this afternoon grappled with 
the'ljlg difficulties of organizing liis 
cabinet to fit the'new political situa- 
tion resulting: from the chamber's at- 
titude on the pension bills and to ac- 
cord with the policy of economies for 
which he has fought so hard for sev- 
eral weeks in the Chamber and Sen- 
ate. 


His conclusion after the day's ne- 
gotiations as expressed to newspaper- 
men was: "It is going to be long." 


This is as far as the premier has 


committed himself regarding his ac- 
tual plans. "For hia negotiations with 
members of parliament, however, the 
impression has developed that he is 
going to inaugurate in the formation 
of his cabinet the economies he has 
promised the countiy. . He has in 
•uev.-, it is understood, a reduction of 
the ministry to seV«n or thereabouts 
and the suppression of most of the 
Tinder-secretaries of state.
